Claims 1-46 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Gorsek. Gorsek teaches the use of carotenoids in 
combination with polyphenols, lipoic acid, vitamins, amino acids, minerals and fatty acids for the treatment of conditions of the eye 
such as macular degeneration. The substitution of one fatty acid or amino acid for another is considered to be within the skill of 
artisan. 



Claims 1-46 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 

Claims 1-46 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2), because the prior art does not teach the use of all the claimed elements for 
the treatment of ocular inflammation or macular degeneration.
